Overflow; Many Sleep Outdoors

(AP)—A 
new i 
worry has been added to Italian 
Premier Pietro Badoglio’s cares in 
recent days, for despite all efforts 
of police and m ilitary authorities 
thousands upon thousands of pro­ 
vincial Italians are moving 
into 
Rome. 
Air travelers from Italy arriving 
in 
Madrid today estimated 
that 
; Rome now contains at least 500.000 
more Italians th a n it did before 
the Allied landed in Sicily, and said 
the num ber is daily increasing. 
Parks, public squares pud plazas 
are filled nightly with people unable 
to obtain lodgings and are sleeping 
in the open, the travelers reported. 
So far this civilian “m arch on 
Rome” from the provinces has been 
peaceful. 
It probably was inspired 
in part by the hope of many Italians 
th a t the capital may escape being 
bombed in the future if the Allies 
recognize it as an open city, 


Travelers reported, however, that 
m any ot those who came to Home 
from the provinces had other ideo 
than merely seeking shelter from 
Allied bombs. 
Some, they asserted, 
came for political purposes and they 
comprise the element that Badoglio 
most fears. 
It was recalled that when demon­ 
strations for peace and anti-G erm an 
riots got under way in northern 
Italian cities, the police and m ili­ 
tary authorities, at Badoglio’s orders, 
cracked down and tossed into jail 
a number* of anti-Fascist political 
prisoners who had been released 
after Mussolini's downfall. 
W hen this heavy-handed system 
of restoring order became obvious, 
a num ber of these former prisoners 
of Fascism and enemies of Germ any 
packed their 
bags and went to 
Rome. This influx began weeks be­ 
fore Italy’s unilateral declaration 
th a t Rome was an open city,

The Republican majority in Ad­ 
ams county climbed to 1,482 during 
the recent registration period, an 
increase of 346 over last spring's 
primary enrollment, while the num­ 
ber of voters in the county dwindled 
to 16,190, a drop of 1,473 votes.
